MALVERNE, N. Y.—When seven local boys climaxed a series 
of hooligan acts by seizing 12-year-old Sidney Weinberger, outside 
his home at 101 Nottingham Road, Malverne, and flinging him into 
the nearby shrubbery, his mother set a noble example for parents 
confronted by such un-American acts. Refusing to make a formal 
complaint to the police, she stated that she thought a plea of toler- 
ance and justice would be more effective than prosecution of mis- 
guided children. 

The seven youths had previously painted a swastika on the 
Weinberger garage roof with the words “Darn Jews” followed by 
three crosses. Before the attack on Sidney, they paraded twice 
around the block, two of them covered by disguises, singing pro“ 
vocative songs. One of them accosted Sidney on the street asking, 
“Don’t you think the Jews in Germany are getting just what they 
deserved?” 

Mrs. William B. Weinberger, the boy’s mother, who is former 
president of the auxiliary of the Malverne American Legion Post 
and past president of the Malverne High School Parent-Teacher 
Association, confronted the hooligans after the latest incident and 
two of them apologized. One member of the gang revealed he told 
his mother that he and some other boys intended to form a Nazi 
Club, to which his mother answered, according to the boy, “That 
would be silly.” A neighbor, whose son was one of the ringleaders, 
promised to obliterate the signs and repaint the Weinberger garage 
if necessary. +(e Sy 

Commander William R. Best of the Malverne American Legion 
Post, of which Mr. Weinberger is a past commander, issued a state- 
ment in which he said: “What these boys have done is against the 
whole principle of our organization and of American thinking and 
action. It is a pity they were not taught. how to be Americans and 
how to be tolerant... .” 

The Malverne Herald, in a front page editorial, commended Mrs. 
Weinberger’s presence of mind in the face of such provocation, stat- 
ing, “What of the mother of this victim of calculated prejudice: In 
her tears, she reported to the Herald that she had no bitterness in 
her heart for the seven against her one. She requested that no 
police action be taken. She asked that no names be mentioned. She 
asked for the seven what had been denied her one—an understand- 
ing heart.

French May Settle 
25,000 On Islands 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
» PARIS—The French govern- 


mient is completing plans which 
may lead to settlement of 25,000 
to 40,000 German refugees in 
Madagascar and New Caledonia, it 
was announced last week at a re- 
ception in honor of Deputy Franc- 
ois de Tessan, who recently re- 
turned from a visit to the United 
States on behalf of the World ORT 
Union, organization for retraining 
of Jews. The reception, tendered 
by the ORT, was presided over by 
prominent French and Jewish per- 
sonalities. 
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It wasn’t so very long ago that 
Meyer B. Cohen was a student at 
the Indianapolis School of Phar- 
macy, learning his profession, and 
thinking of the future.

J. B. Priestly Hits 
Bias Spreaders

LONDON—The novelist John B. 
Priestly this week strongly con- 
demned Jew-baiting and warned 
against increasing anti-Semitism in 
England. 

Writing in the News-Chronicle, 
the noted author took to task an 
anti-Semite who in a recent letter 
to the newspaper had referred to 
refugees as “the scum of Europe.” 

“Compare the ‘scum of Europe’ 
with what is left in Germany,” Mr. 
Priestly said. “Make a list of the 
great Jewish exiles headed by Ein- 
stein and compare them with the 
Nazi leaders.” 

The writer refuted arguments 
alleging that the Jews dominated 
press and government. He admit- 
ted, however, the existence of a 
world Jewish problem, declaring 
that much of the prejudice against 
the Jews was due to their failure 
to decide “between separation and 
identification.” The Jewish prob- 
lem will not be settled, he said, 
until the Jew has decided either 
to “move further away or to come 
nearer.”

The Editor’s Chair: 

Still in the memory of many of 
our readers is the time when the 
Jewish Post lost its franchise for 
the news of The Seven Arts Fea- 
ture Syndicate because it was hon- 
est enough to object to the prac- 
tice of “canned editorials,” an ar- 
rangement whereby a writer in 
New York wrote editorials for such 
editors too lazy or too ignorant to 
compose their own editorial com- 
ment. The Seven Arts said in ef- 
fect that we are above criticism, 
: and consequently refuse from now 
-. on to sell you our news and fea- 
‘tures. 

Since there are only two news 
servicing agencies in the United 
States, the Jewish Post is sticking 
its neck out, when it criticizes The 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. But 
here goes. About two months ago, 
Jacob Landau, founder and man- 
ager of the J. T. A., was in Indian- 
apolis on business. He had supper 
at my house, and, a man of wide 
knowledge, my wife and I found 
-him very interesting. During our 
talks he suggested that I send the 
dg. T. A. any news feature stories 
TI might have. So last week when I 
interviewed Paul V. McNutt on the 
question of immigration to the 
Philippines, I wire the J. T. A. 
to see if they wanted the article. 
They wired back “Yes.” So I sent 
them the interview with the ex- 
plicit understanding that they not 
send it out for publication before 
July 14, the day in which the Jew- 
ish Post would print it. So imagine 
my consternation when on pick- 
ing up the Indiana Jewish Chron- 
icle, which is serviced by Seven 
‘Arts, I saw my interview with Mc- 
Nutt re-written as a news story, 
using even word for word many of 
the quotations I had in my own 
feature story. 

What happened? I can only 
guess. The J. T. A. released the 
story to some of the papers that 
buy its service, the Seven Arts read 
it, re-wrote it for their own serv- 
ice and sent it out, so that the In- 
diana Jewish Chronicle had the 
story the same day we did. 

So I wrote the J. T. A. and told 
them what I thought about them. 
T’ll know better next time. When- 
ever I have an exclusive story, I’ll 
sit on it until it’s printed in the 
Jewish Post.

Local Papers’ Use of Word “Jew” Hit by Am- 
erican Israelite—On page 10 of The Cincinnati 
Times-Star of June 6th (top of column 1), the 
following headline appeared: 

JEW REFUGE 
SHIP EN ROUTE 
To GERMANY 

On page 34 of The Cincinnati Times-Star of 
June 15th (center of column 7) the following 
headline appeared: 

REPORTS SUPERIORS ADVISED 
JEW CADET TO CHANGE NAME 

On page 1 of the Cincinnati Times-Star of June 
21st (center of column 1) the following headline 
appeared: 

SEN. BORAH OPPOSES 
JEWISH CHILDREN’S 
REFUGEE BILL 

The first two headlines are poor grammar and, 
worse taste. The word “Jew” is a noun—not an 
adjective. The same newspaper’s earlier misuse 
of the word was called to that publication’s atten- 
tion some months ago, by phone and letter. 

As to the Borah headline, our objections follow: 

1. A headline should be based on the story. 
The word “Jew” does not occur in the story. 
Hence why use it in the headline? 

2. The facts show that from 30% to 50% of 
the refugee children involved are Christians. The 
American Friends Service Committee (Quaker), 
20 S. 12th Street, Philadelphia, a thoroughly repu- 
table and accurate organizatidh, is our authority 
in this matter.

Mayor La Guardia Replies to a Letter From 
The Jewish National Workers’ Alliance, Asking 
For a Curb On Activities of Coughlin’s Followers. 
—This is in reply to your letter of recent date, 
regarding activities of anti-Semitic groups within 
this City. 

The matters set forth in your letter hava 
already been called to my attention, and I am 
keenly aware of what is going on at present. I 
am sure you appreciate the fact that no one is 
more hostile than I am to movements aimed at the 





persecution of, or. discrimination against, re- 
ligious or racial minorities. 

I think you will agree with me that the problem 
is too complex to be dealt with solely by a little 
simple police action. Nor would you, I believe, 
after some reflection, favor the forceful suppres- 
sion of the rights of freedom of utterance of any 
particular group, in order to do away with the 
advocacy of a hateful doctrine. The impartial 
administration of the law must not be altered for 
a speciak occasion. 

When those who preach hate, however, do not 
content themselves with words, but infringe upon 
the liberties of other citizens of this city, by 
violence, threats of violence, or any other action 
which is prescribed by our criminal law, I firmly 
believe in having the police bring them up 
sharply for the penalties justly due them, 
whether it is for assault, disomgerly conduct, or 
any other breach of the law. 

The Police Department is paying careful atten- 
‘ion to every instance and every occasion where 
demonstrations occur, whether by individuals or 
groups, in order to make certain that those who 
claim the privilege of freedom of expresion shall 
not overstep the bounds prescribed by law, and 
to apprehend them the moment they do so. 

We have previously, on a number of occasions 
vindicated the wisdom of refusing to yield to 
panic by denying freedom of expression to those 
who preach un-American doctrines, while pro- 
tecting the intended victims of those doctrines, 
with all the force ‘we command, from any attempt 
to proceed from speech to unlawful action.
